Gordon to Paso Robles is Charles 
Morris from the Visalia office of 
the soil conservation service.’ 
Last week it was stated by R. 
R. Killian, president of the soil 
conservation, district board, that 
“purpose of the proposed study of 
small, upstream dams is tp dem- 
onstrate that the necessary flood 
control can be accomplished at 
les# cost than Success dam with a 
series of small dams.” 

The soil conservation board also 
announced plans to file on 45,000 
acre feet of water in the upper 
Tule river water shed. 

In referring to statements made 
by members of the Tule River 
Flood Control association relative 
to proposed water filings along 
the upper Tule, Mr. Killian said, 
*‘Some concern was expressed ... 
about the threat to rights of wa- 
ter users in the valley. It is ap- 
parent that filing on unappropriat- 
ed water can be made by valley 
groups without comment, but that 
a similar filing by a group, or by 
an individual above a certain ele- 
vation, is the subject of grave 
concern and immediate protest. 
“Wells may be drilled to any 
depth and in any size and in any 
location in the valley, but certain 
wells drilled in what may roughly 
be termed the ‘foothill area’. ex- 
cite immediate protests.

Wheat is another good example. 
So costly have these services be- 
come, that if the farmer gave his 
grain away, the price for a loaf 
of bread would be only about 
thrée cents less. 


We should let our city custom- 
ers know too, that, ‘‘Food In- 
dexes’”’ as released by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, include many 
non-food items like cotton, tobac- 
co, feed grains and hay in addi- 
tion to such imported products‘as 
coffee, bananas, pineapple and 
sugar, over which the American 
farmer exercises no control. These 
items are tossed into the grocery 
bag along with household and 
personal wares at the super mar- 
ket counters, adding to the house- 
wife’s bill, but not one cent to 
the farmer’s income. 


folklore maintains 
that the prices they pay for food 
consists largely of profits to farm- 
ers. Nothing- could be further 
from the truth. Our city friends 
forget that in addition to the 
farmer’s cost, retail prices include 
such services as processing, pack- 
aging,’ and innumerable other 
physical activities. 

These services do and can ac- 
count for a good part of the mar- 


keting costs. Social changes and economic 


conditions have also played an im- 
portant part in adding to market- 
ing costs. The home no longer is
